W a s h in g t o n , M arch 23d.—The nomina­ 
tion of Judge W illiam H. Robertson to be 
Collector of Customs for the port of New 
Y ork created a gennine sensation at the Cap­ 
itol to-day, and is a prom inent topic of com­ 
m ent throughout W ashington political cir­ 
cles this evening. 
W hen Vice-President 
A rthur opened the list of nominations in the 
Senate this afternoon, and observed Robert­ 
son’s Dame, he rapidly folded the paper so as 
to leave it uppermost, and sent the list by a 
page to Senator Cockling, who thereupon, 
with an air of indignation and astonishment, 
walked briskly to the seat of Senator Platt, 
and the two New Y ork Senators held a whis­ 
pered conference. 
Their amazement and 
displeasure were equally manifest, and were 
readily explaiaable by the fact, known to 
almost every one in the chamber, th at Judge 
Robertson is the leader of the anti-Oonkling 
party in the New Y ork Legislature, and 
therefore about as objectionable a man to 
Conkling and his friends as any that could 
possibly have been selected for this most im ­ 
portant New Y ork office.

plete deference th at had been accorded to 
Conkling’s wishes in nominations for the 
New York offices yesterday, and although it 
is conceded th a t some recognition was due 
from President Gariield to the independent 
Now Y ork Republicans like Robertson, who 
refused to vote for General G rant at Chicago, 
and thus made Gat field’s nomination finally 
possible, it is also generally thought that in 
selecting a pronounced enemy of Conkling 
for the New Y ork Collectorship the new A d­ 
m inistration has invited a stnbborn conflict 
which might well have been avoided. 
There 
is no doubt th at unless this nomination be 
withdrawn it will be fought by all the Conk­ 
ling and G rant men in the Senate with the 
utm ost determination, to the extent of m ak­ 
ing an open breach with the Garfield Adm in­ 
istration, similar to th at which was created 
by President Hayes’ nomination for the New 
York Custom house three years ago. 
I t may 
also be considered certain th at Conkling, as 
Chairm an of the Committee on Commerce, 
to which the nomination was to day referred, 
will find means to greatly delay if not to 
sm other it in committee. 
Thus the contro­ 
versy may very possibly go over to another 
session of Congress, as a source of constantly 
increasing anim csity and bitterness. 
The effort commenced by the Republicans 
in the Senate to-day to elect a new set of 
< fficers will, according to the indication?, be 
successfully resisted by the Democrats, at 
least for a considerable time, and quite prob­ 
ably throughout the Bpecial session. 
The 
Democrats say they ennid not properly inter­ 
pose a deAllock against the formation of 
committee?, because the old committees had 
expired, and new ones hsd to be formed in 
order to transact the necessary busine-s ; bnt 
the case is altogether different with regard to 
the S en st 
offices. 
Their incumbents hold 
over, and there is no pretense th at the pres­ 
ent officers are not thoroughly competent and 
faithful. In view of these consideration?, and 
of the fact th at the officers and their subordi­ 
nates have bail no reasons until very recently 
to expect any change in the control of the 
Senate, the Democratic Senators are disposed 
to stand firm for their retention until Con­ 
gress shall have assembled for the transaction 
of legislative business next winter, or at least 
u rtil the beginning of an extra session. 
The prospects for an extra se-sion are still 
believed to be lessening, but a final decision 
is expected tom orrow , and meanwhile specu­ 
lation is generally suspended.

W a s h in g to n , M arch 231.—Voorhees sub­ 
m itted his resolution as to the hostile attitude 
ot the national banks toward refunding a t 3 
per cen t being contrary to the interests of 
the people, and calculated to excite alarm for 
the future.

THE 
GROWTH 
OF 
VULJAR LUXURY 


We observe ia same New York papers an 
increasing protest against the growth of 
vulgar ostentation in that city. 
One jour­ 
nal speaks of 
“ the extreme absurdity 
“ that metropolitan parties, receptions and 
“ weddings have of late, in many cases, 
“ taken 
on,” 
and 
again 
says 
that 
“ the extravagant pretenses, 
the ear- 
“ loads of ‘presents/ the utterly inappro- 
“ priate adjuncts, decorations aud general 
“ details of ‘social events’ of the nature 
“ thus hinted at, are 
famihar to the 
“ New York public as being flagrant sud 
“ increasing, and are known to w-arrant the 
“ censure we have suggested. It provokes 
*• the wonder, we fear we ninst add the 
“ contempt, of educated foreigners, and it is 
“ fast making New York ‘society ’ the 
“ butt 
and 
jeer of sensible 
persons, 
“ whether here on the spot or elsewhere.” 
There is nothing new about this kind of 
complaint. 
W hen opportunities for the 
accumulation of wealth are great in a 
country, it follows that very many persons 
will acquire wealth without knowing how 
to use it, and these persons will inevitably 
often employ it foolishly. 
Ostentation is 
certainly vulgar, because it is barbarous. 
The man who has no better conception of 
the uses of money than to make with it a 
perpetual display of his ability to spend it, 
is necessarily of a very- low order of intelli­ 
gence. 
The fact, however, is, that in a 
free country most men who possess any 
ability and perseverance secure the prizes 
they seek in life. 
The man who bends 
all his energies to making money gener­ 
ally 
succeeds 
eventually ; 
but 
when 
he 
does so 
he 
finds 
too commonly 
th a t 
he 
has spoiled 
himself for any 
other 
work 
than 
accumulation. 
His 
mental 
habits 
have 
been 
formed, 
and 
they 
have 
been 
molded 
on 
a 
narrow model, but it is too late to reorgan­ 
ize them. 
I t is certainly mole d-fficult to 
spend riches wisely than to get them, and 
the reason of this is that the man who gets 
them rarely has had auy education in a 
higher mode of living. 
The ability to 
make the most of wealth can only come of 
experience and extended observation, and 
these aids are wanting to the nouveaur 
riches. 
These moreover are frequently im­ 
patient to make the fact known that they 
are indeed wealthy, and so they resort to 
th a t gross aud extravagant display which ia 
so offensive and in r.uch execrable taste. 
There would seem, however, to be no help 
for this condition of things. 
The first 
generation 
of newly 
enriched people 
rarely 
succeeds 
in 
enjoying 
what 
it 
has 
acquired. 
It 
requires 
a 
life-long 
familiarity 
with 
wealth, 
un­ 
disturbed by sordid cares of any kind, 
to produce th at delicacy of perception and 
taste which distinguish the best specimens 
of the Old W orld aristocracy. 
This cur 
new rich men cannot hope to acquire, nor 
is it of any consequence save to themselves 
that they are wanting in it. 
There is only 
one useful lesson in the present growth of 
vulgar ostentation, and that is a lesson 
which the world will never take to heart 
probably. I t is, th at the pursuit of wealth 
to the exclusion of mental cultivation is a 
mistake, for th at the roan who seeks riches 
alone can never achieve the ability to em­ 
ploy them satisfactorily either to himseif 
or others, and is tolerably sure to discover, 
a t the culmination of his career, th at a 
successful life demands the cultivation of 
qualities he has neglected, aud the posses­ 
sion of knowledge which money cannot 
purchase. 


It is but rarely th at mach can be said 
for fashion, but to the observant there are 
in certain recent fashions elements which 
command more than ordinary attention 
and respect, and are essentially vital ’fac­ 
tors m the momentum by which civiliza­ 
tion makes progress. 
In one m atter more 
than all others this is true. 
We refer to 
furniture and household decoration. 
I t is 
evident th at fashion, amounting in its 
present state to a “ rage,” is bringing the 
people in brief time where wisdom, di­ 
vested of the fashion quality, could not 
have driven them in a century. 
The 
thoughtful will view this advancement 
with profound satiefaction, because it is 
progress from the expensive to the eco­ 
nomic, from the heavy and uncomfortable 
to the light and easy, from the unbealtiiful 
level to the higher plane of sanitary excel­ 
lence. It involves, however, a still greater 
value, in th at it aids in th at great leveling 
process which is silently bu t surely going 
on in the social world, and is bringing the 
habits of life and methods of living of the 
people nearer to a common and at the 
same time a higher plane. 
It is divesting 
wealth of the necessity for such lavish ex. 
penditure upon i‘.3 surroundings, aud is 
enabling modest competence to aiconimo 
date itself more readily to the accepted 
social standard. 
An examination of a very 
few details will illustrate these thoughts. 
Furniture has always been the slave of 
architecture, has followed a captive in its 
wake. 
In the sixteenth centuiy it rcpre. 
seated the voluptuousness of the age, and 
as a recent thoughtful w riter remarks, 
“ the last century revolted against it,” and 
the simplicity resultiug was an architect­ 
ural protest. 
Iu the nineteenth century 
we have broken away from the conven­ 
tionalities of building art, and our archi­ 
tecture has become the embodiment of 
new ideas, and a spirit of tolerance and 
independence. The result seen in the social 
leveling process is also now being typified 
in the adornm ent of our homes. 
Thus, 
the cumbrous, straight-backed chair, with 
its carved tortures to rack and crucify the 
frame, has given way to graceful forms, 
and a total absence of inflictions, while the 
most economic woods, simply finished, are 
considered the most stylish. 
The brittle 
and fragile structures of cold and classical 
uniformity, which awed us into solemnity 
as we entered the old-time home, and 
warned the sitter to utilize them with 
the greatest caution, have given place to 
the plain, strong, bent woods, or other 
uncarved, enduriug materials—the inde- 
structable, simple and inviting, which are 
made for use, and not for ornament alone, 
and between which there is so little uni­ 
formity of style th at the more varied the 
more fashionable they are. 
Heavy and 
costly tapestries and solemn draperies have 
yielded at our bed-room windows to lighter 
materials less capable of harboring the 
germs of disease or excluding the pure air 
—indeed to such an extent has this fashion 
gone th at the cheapest of known cloths, 
the thin and creamy-tinted cheese cloth, 
such as incloses the butter we receive from 
market, Í3 now utilized for drawing-room 
curtains, while the cheap material of which 
grain sacks are made is worked up iuto 
lambrequins and mantel hangings. 
Cabi­ 
nets, etarges, book cases and side-boards 
are no longer heavy affairs involving small 
fortunes ; are no longer themselves so 
ornamental as to subordinate tlieir con- 
teuts, but a few square sticl# nailed to­ 
gether, stained with logwood, flecked with 
vinegar and steel filings, or lacquered, or 
wrapped w ith soft and sober-tinted cloths, 
form either or all of the articles. 
H ereto­ 
fore mantels have been solemnly cold and 
funereal specimens of the work of the chisel, 
and by their cost have been excluded from 
the poor man’s home. Now, under the wand 
of the new fashion they vanish, and in 
their stead is a simple deal hoard out into 
graceful lines and covered by the skill of 
the housewife with such material as her 
taste and capacity justifies. 
The carpet 
has heretofore been the boundary line 
between poverty and comfort, but sanitary 
science has laid its heavy hand upon it 
and decided its abolition. 
In its place are 
cool mattings, polished woods, rug dressed 
floors or loose cloths, especially the latter 
th at may be daily gathered up and ex­ 
posed to the purifying influences of sun 
and air. 
Iudeed while it is probable that 
the carpet will be the last to yield, it is 
certain th at it is the receptacle for many 
germs of disease, fills the air with fine 
particles th at are detrim ental to healthful 
action of the lungs, and lead us to inti­ 
mate acquaintance with pulmonary com­ 
plaints. 
These are but a very few of the innova­ 
tions of modern art in home adornment, 
but will serve to indicate tho prevailing 
tendency, and to outline a fashion which, 
held within the bounds of reason, must 
exercise a wide influence upon the coming 
generation, inasmuch as it cultivates inde­ 
pendence 
in 
taste, 
takes our homes 
mote 
out 
of 
the 
hands of 
the 
upholsterers 
and 
furniture 
dealers, 
who have too long been liigh-priests aud 
dietatora in the household, but will, under 
tho new order of things, be relegated to 
their proper positions as merchants ►and 
furnishers of materials to order. 
Besides 
this, the new era of household furnishing, 
while greatly marred by the extreme to 
which bric-a-brac decoration has gone, will 
have its influence in culturing our women 
in useful handiwork, in enlarging and at 
the same time simplifying their tastes, and 
in inculcating a'Sthetic views concerning 
home adornment, modified from the lofty 
severity and elaborateness of the past, to 
the graceful economy of modern practical- 
ism and independence. 
All this must tend 
to make our homes more pleasant, more in­ 
viting, and necessarily more enduring, and 
as a result contribute still more to national 
and social stability and advancement. 


bined wisdom, knowledge and experience 
of the eminent gentleman chosen to counsel 
the President.

All this was more than 
w ell; it was generously just, but Mr. Sher­ 
man included the President of the United 
States in the category of those who had 
rendered him “ valuable assistance.” 
The 
propriety of this phrase ¿logy depends upon 
the facts. 
If the President was indeed 
Xlr. Sherman’s assistant, then he should 
have been remembered w ith other subordi­ 
nates in the Secretary’s courteous ac­ 
knowledgment for faithful and respectful 
service. 
T hat much condescension is due 
from superiors to inferiors in place, and we 
rejoice that Mr. Sherman did not overlook 
his modest servitor. 
The underlying sig­ 
nificance of these manifestations of inde­ 
pendence on the part of Cabinet Ministers 
is the rapid approach we are making 
toward government by departmental heads. 
If the policy7 of each departm ent is to be 
in the sole discretion of ehch Cabinet of­ 
ficer, then the President’s functions will 
end with the selection of his Cabinet. 
True, he may retain for some time to come 
a measure of discretion in the m atter of 
approving the Acts of Congress, unless 
such Acts relate to matters coming within 
the purview of departmental policy. 
The 
historical tiaditions of Japan tell us th at 
iu remote times the Mikado 
was the 
spiritual head as well as the temporal 
sovereign of his people. 
The Tycoon was 
the Premier of the reigu ; a sort of Under 
Secretary to the Emperor. 
There caine to 
the throne a weak Mikado, who chose a 
strong Tycoon. 
This unnatural order re­ 
versed the natural and traditional relation 
of the officer. 
So far as heard from Mr. 
Hayes has been playing the amiable part 
of a weak Mikado to strong Cabinet Ty­ 
coons, and it is gratifying to observe that 
he has so acquitted himself in the humble 
and subordinate position of President of 
the U nited States as to earn the patron­ 
izing acknowledgments of two at least of 
his Tycoons.

A SOLDIER'S MISTAKE. 


GOVERNMENT BY DEPARTMENTS. 


Ex-Secretary Carl Schurz has recently 
made a banquet tendered him by citi­ 
zens of Boston the occasion for reviewing 
his administration of the Interior Depart­ 
ment. The ex-Secretary is great in forensic 
power, and his review of his own acts loses 
nothing by reason of any want of apprecia­ 
tion of the greatness of the reviewed on 
the part of the reviewer. The country will 
not remain ignorant of the fact that the 
policy lately controlling the Interior De­ 
partm ent is not to be charged or eredited 
to, the President of the U nited States, but 
to Secretary Schurz. 
W hile it may have 
been historically true that R. B. Hayes was 
President of the U nited States for the term 
of four years ending March 4, 1SS1, it was 
also true that Mr. Schurz was Secretary of 
the Interior for the same period. 
The 
time was when the entire policy of an ad­ 
ministration was directed by the President; 
when a departmental Secretary was a 
ministerial officer holding a subordinate 
relation to his principal, the President. 
The Cabinet was the private council of the 
Gnief Magistrate of the nation—the per­ 
sonal staff, as it were, of the Chief E x­ 
ecutive. 
Then 
Cabinet 
meetings 
had 
significance as bringing to bear the cem- 


It is reported of General G rant that, in 
speaking of the assassination of the late 
Czar, he remarked th at when in Russia 
recently he raw nothing to impress him 
•with the idea th at there was unrest in the 
public mind, and th at no evidences of dis­ 
turbance were presented for his observa­ 
tion. Evidently the great- American soldier 
fell into the common error of mistaking 
turbulence for the initiative 
of 
revo­ 
lution, and its absence as an evidence of 
tranquillity. 
He failed to see iu all his 
trip through the lluseias the silent forces 
which are working out the destiny of an 
Empire ; aud this is not creditable either 
to his powers of observation or to his 
methods of inquiry. 
Revolutions, except 
in a state of war. do not show upon the 
surface. 
Storms gather in calms, and the 
greatest disturbances are the sudden suc­ 
cessors of the most apparent but deceptive 
quiet. 
History teaches U3 no tru th if it 
does not teach us this. 
We hear of tu r­ 
bulent times in nation?, but seldom pause 
to reflect upon the thought and under cur­ 
rent of action am O D g the people, which 
always precedes, and is indissolubly eon- 
r.ectid with disorder. 
W hen we read of 
tho Thirty-years’ W ar, or th at nearer rev- 
olutioi#the Reign of Terror, we are too 
apt to see only excited mobs or moving 
armies. 
History is not a little to blame 
for this. 
It has given mo3t of fact and 
action, and less of prelude and cause in 
detail. 
It often passes political causes as 
bare propositions, aud hastens on to the 
dramatic activities of armed results. 
It 
conveys to the mind too forcibly th at a 
state in revolution is a state in physical 
turmoil. History has dralt largely with the 
acts of Governments, and too little with 
tho forces which drove them to those acts. 
Very modern history is improving in this 
respect; it treats more w ith the social and 
intellectual preludes of great events, and 
treats active events as natural results of 
the more im portant causes. 
It tells us of 
the gathering of the storm more in d etail; 
descends to more minute examination of 
the antecedents of finalities, even to the 
making prominent of characters too lowly 
for consideration in earlier history. 
It 
enters into the intellectual of revolutions, 
and makes subordinate to it the mere phy­ 
sical struggle th at follows. 
In short, 
it seeks out the social 
laws and 
the 
forces which are generated in society. 
Governments are not forces th at control 
•vents. 
Governments are the results of 
forces generated beneath them. In fact, we 
have risen to a realization th at all revolu­ 
tions are intellectual in their inception 
and merely brutal* when they are forced 
down to actual struggle upon tho battle­ 
field. 


THE EXTRA SESSION. 


Governor Perkins has issued his procla­ 
mation for an extraordinary session cf the 
Legislature, to begin April 4th. 
The Gov­ 
ernor has suggested in the proclamation 
that the session do not exceed twenty 
days. 
There is no good reason why the 
Legislature should consume more than fif­ 
teen days in accomplishing all th at is laid 
out tor it to do. 
The work indicated is 
specific, and it will be folly to attem pt 
to interject foreign measures 
into the 
business, by forced interpretations of the 
call. 
It is probable th at the Legisla­ 
ture will very promptly suppress any such 
efforts, if made, and th at it will make an 
earnest effort to deserve well of the people 
by limiting the session to the shortest 
possible period consistent with the im port­ 
ance of the work in hand. 
It will be 
called upon to legislate only on these m at­ 
ters : 
1. The passage of a general ap­ 
propriation bill. 
2. To provide for the 
levy of the tax rates. 
3. To appropriate 
money to meet deficiencies for the thirty- 
first and thirty-second fiscal years. 
4. To 
divide the State into Senatorial, Assembly 
and Congressional districts. 
5. To enact 
a general road law. 
6. Receipt by the 
Senate of appointments necessary to be 
confirmed by th at body. 


— The name of 
Hon. B. J. W atson has been sent to the 
Senate by President Garfield for confirma­ 
tion to the position of Naval Officer at San 
Francisco. 
Mr. W atson has ably and 
faithfully represented the people of Nevada 
county in the Senate of the State, and 
being possessed of high administrative 
ability will acquit himself in his new 
position with distinction.

EXTRA ii-£SION 0? THE LEGISLATURE 
CALLED. 


Govern r Perkins returned from San Fran­ 
cisco last evening and immediately issued his 
proclamation for an extra session of the 
Legislature. 
It reads as follows : 


PROCLAMATION. 
Wherear, To is considered by me that an 
extraordiiory occasion new exists for con­ 
vening the 1. gi.-lature, now, therefore, under 
and by vir.ur of the authority in me vested 
by Section 0 of Article V . of the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of California, I do hereby 
convene the Legislature in extra session for a 
period of twenty days at the State Capital 
on Monday, t-ho f< urth day of April, A. L>. 
iM.'], at the Itutir of twelve o’cluck M. 
The purpose» for which 1 have by this 
proclamation convened the Legislature in 
extra re-tsv.a aforesaid are as follows : 
First—To enact a general appropriation 
bill, which shall contain no item or items of 
appropriation other (ban such as are required 
-to pay th? salaries of the State officers, the 
expet. 'S of the government and of the insti­ 
tutions u' der the exclusive 
control and 
mancae.uent.i f the State, for the thi'.ty-tbird 
and thirty-fourth fiscal years. 
Second—To levy the rates ef taxation, or, 
in the discreteiu o{ the Legislature, to provide 
that the S: tte Board of Equalization shall 
fix eucfc an ;»»l valorem rate of taxation upon 
each one hundred dollars of taxable property 
of this State, which, after allowing the per 
cent, required by law to bo allowed for de­ 
linquencies in and cost of collection of taxes, 
shall he sufficient to raise the speci'ie amount 
of revenue determined upon and directed to 
be raised by the Legislature for the thirty- 
third and tuirty-fonrth fiscal years. 
Third—To appropriate money to pay the 
deficiencies in appropriations for the support 
of the civil government of this State for the 
thirty-first and thirty second fiscal years. 
Fourth—To divide the State into Senato­ 
rial. Assembly and Congressional Districts. 
Fifth—To enact a general road law. 
Sixth—To send appointments to the Senate 
for their confirmation. 
In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused tho great seal of the 
State of California' to be affixed, at Sacra­ 
mento, this twenty-fourth day of March, in 
the year of our Lord A. D , eighteen hundred 
and eighty-one.

The trial of Mrs. Nancy A . Hamilton, 
upon indictment for murder, was commenced 
yesterday before Judge Denson, the impanel­ 
ing of the jury having been completed on Tues­ 
day. 
After the reading of the indictment by 
the Clerk, District Attorney Buckley ad­ 
dressed the jury, giving an outline of the 
case and what he expected to prbve, which is 
briefly as follows : 
Geo. Hamilton, the hus­ 
band of the prisoner, was a engineer in the 
employ of the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany ; that Mrs. Hamilton and her husband, 
through the jealousy ot the former, had 
separated, she and her daughter living in a 
house on I street, near Twelfth, and her hus­ 
band down town. 
That he still supported his 
family, but that his wife in her jealousy had 
repeatedly made threats against his life. That 
on the first day of October last he received a 
letter from her begging him to came and s:e 
her, and stating that she would not hurt him. 
That he finally went, hut fearing that she 
might attempt violence, he took Felix Mc­ 
Laughlin, an acquaintance, with him. 
That 
while at her house she urged him to return 
and live with her, but he refused, and as he 
was about to come away she shot him twice 
and killed him. 
A t the conclusion of his 
statement 
DR 
w . H. BALDWIN, 
City Physician, was called as the first wit­ 
ness. 
He testified that he held a post mor­ 
tem examination upon the body of George 
Hamilton, who was killed on the 1st of last 
October. 
He found two gunshot wounds in 
the head of the deceased, one in the left 
cheek and the other in the back of the head, 
about two inches back of the left ear, and 
about even with the lower lobe._ There was 
burnt powder around the wound in the cheek, 
and the ball passed through the brain. 
A 
portion of the ball wr.s found in the back 
of 
the head, and the other part could 
not be found. The ball that entered from the 
back of the head was found near the right 
temple. 
His death was caused by these 
wounds. 
Either was sufficient to cause his 
death. 
[The bullets which were extracted at 
the post mortem were identified by the wit­ 
ness and placed in evidence.] 
FELIX M’LAUGHLIN 
Was next called, and testified as follows : I 
am a railroad man and stop in Sacramento; 
am a brakeman ; have known George Ham­ 
ilton about five years. 
On the day the homi­ 
cide occurred I met Mr. Hamilton on the 
corner of Fourth and K streets, and at his 
request accompanied him .upon the street 
car to near where Mrs. Hamilton, the de­ 
fendant, lived, in the upper part of the city. 
[The .conversation which occurred between 
them prior to reaching the vicinity of her res­ 
idence was excluded.] Before reaching there 
Mr. Hamilton called at a meat-market and 
paid a family meat bill of §7. 
We then went 
to a grocery, nearly opposite her residence, 
where he paid a grocery bill of the family. 
While there Mrs. Hamilton came in, and 
also their little girl. 
Mr. Hamilton intro­ 
duced me to his wife. 
They talked awhile 
together, and she wanted him to go over to 
the house, and finally they went there, and I 
with them. 
As soon as we had taken seats in 
the sitting-room Mrs. Hamilton came along 
to her husband and 


WANTED HIM TO SEND FOB SOME BEER. 
He refused ami said : “ No ; I think from 
the looks of things you have had plenty 
already.” There were two glasses on a table 
in the room, in both of which there was a 
little beer at the bottom. 
She explained it 
by staring that a woman had brought in a 
little beer. 
Mr. Hamilton then gave her 
some money, and she sent their little girl for 
some beer w ith a pitcher. 
She soon returned 
with some, aud handed back tho change to 
h e r father, but he returned it, giving the 
c h a n g e to her. 
Mrs. Hamilton then poured 
c u t two glasses, and offered me one and gave 
one to Mr. Hamilton. 
I declined it, stating 
t h a t I did not drink beer. 
Hamiltou drank 
p a r t of his, and set the balance back on the 
table. She drank some of hers ; would take a 
few mouthfuls and then talk. 
Finally she 
bet it down on the table, and went over to 
where he was and sat on his lap and talked 
to him about coming back to live with her. 
She also put her arms around his neck. 
Afterwards Ehe went back and sat on the 
lounge and drank more of the beer. 
She 
would drink and talk, and when her glass 
was empty 
she would 
pour out 
borne 
more. 
About this time 
a 
man 
came 
to the house, 
and 
Mrs. 
Hamilton said 
it was the Tax Collector. 
Mr. Hamilton 
went out and talked with him. 
When he was 
out she kept talking to me about Hamilton 
coming back to live with her. 
She said he 
could occupy one room in the house and she 
and the little girl another ; she asked me if I 
did not think that would do, nnd I told her I 
thought it would be pretty close for folks who 


D ID NOT INTEND TO LIVE TOGETHER. 
When George came back she commenced 
talking about the Winklepleck girl. 
[.Mrs. 
Hamilton was jealous of Nellie W inkle­ 
pleck, and had previously shot her for that 
reason.] She twitted him about her, and he 
denied that there was anything between 
them. 
After further conversation, he ac­ 
knowledged that he had been a little wild be­ 
fore she (Mrs. Hamilton) came out here from 
the East, but since she came he had tried to 
behave himself. 
We then took our hats and 
started to leave and got as far as the front 
door when she came to him, put her arms 
around his neck and wanted him to go back 
and stay with her. 
The little girl also came 
after him crying and wanted him to live with 
them. 
They made considerable noise, and 1 
told him he had better go back into the house 
and try to pacify his wife before he went. 
He went back and talked with her, and after 
a little I also went back into the sitting-room 
and she was lying on the lounge and sort of 
rolling on her side and crying. 
She again 
wanted him to stay and live with her, and he 
would not. 
He said he had given her show­ 
ing enough. 
She said: “ If you will agree 
to live with me I will take an oath before 
this man that I will be good and behave my­ 
self, and if I break that oath you can go off.” 
He would not consent to it. 
I wanted him 
to try her once more, and he said he would 
not. 
She said : “ You went off once in the 
States and came over here and stayed ten 
years.” 
He replied, “ Yes. I did; and I 
know what it was for.” 
He then took his 
hat to go and I passed out and had got as far 
as the outsile door when I heard quite a noise 
in the room, and the little girl came running 
out and took hold of me and said “ Mamma is 
shooting papa.” 
I looked around and saw 
Mr. Hamilton lying on the floor in the door­ 
way at the end of the hall, his head and the 
upjier part of the body being in the hall atd 
the lower limbs in the sitting-room. 
The position of the parties will be under­ 
stood by the following

Cross examined—When Mr. Hamilton said 
he thought from the looks of things that she 
had had beer enongh, I think he referred to 
the glasses on the table. 
Cannot say whether 
she appeared to be under the influence of 
liquor. 
When she sat on his lap and was 
talking to him, she seemed to be sort of fool­ 
ing. 
When she was trying to get him to 
come and live with her, she laughed some 
of the time and then would cry. 
She was 
desirous, I think, for him to come back; 
she begged pretty good. 
I think George was 
dead when the last shot was tired. 
She 
looked calm when she shot him the last time. 
Question—You said at the inquest, did you 
not, that Mrs. Hamilton was lying and 
rolling on the lounge, “ she acted strange or 
a little crazy ?’’ Answer—Y ea; I said that. 
Q —How did her eyes look—Btrange any ? 
A .—Yes ; I think they did. 
Q.—Did they look glas-yaoy? 
A .—Yes, 
I think they did. 
Re-examination—Could not B ay how many 
glasses of beer Mrs. Hamilton drank. 
She 
would fill up the glass and drink it up, and 
then fill up again. 
She drank considerable. 
Q —Have you had a conversation with the 
counsel from the defense 
in 
the 
case? 
A.—Yes, sir ; 
Mr. W hite 
told 
me he 
wanted or would like to see me, and I went 
to his office. 
< 
[Objection was made by defendant’s counsel 
to his giving the conversation Which occurred 
on that occasion, and the objection was sus­ 
tained.] 


OFFICER FREDERICKS TESTIFIED : 
At the time Mr. Hamilton was killed, I was 
there soon after the affair. 
Mrs. Hamilton 
had been taken down town. 
I found a re­ 
volver lying on the wash-stand in the bed­ 
room off the sitting-room. 
It was a self- 
cocking ti ve-shooter pistol. 
There were shells 
in all the chambers, but the loads had been 
discharged rut of two of them, and the oth­ 
ers were still loaded. 
I saw the two glasses 
and pitcher on the sitting-room table. There 
was a glass or more of beer in the pitcher. 


GEORGE A. BASLER, SWORN. 
\Va3 not acquainted with Mr. Hamilton nor 
bis wife, prior to this homicide. 
About half­ 
past 2 o’clock on the 1st day of October last 
L was pasring their house, on I street, with a 
horse and buggy, and saw Mrs. Hamilton and 
her little girl walking back and forth on the 
porch much excited, and the girl kept telling 
her, “ < )h, murama, you have killed papa.” I 
I went in, and as I entered the hall where her 
husband was lying I asked her what was the 
matter, and she replied, “ I shot him.” A 
moment afterwards she looked down upon 
him as he lay dead, and, wringing her hands 
and crying, said. “ Oh, darling, I love you ; 
but rather than have anyone else have you I 
shot you.” I said to her, “ I suppose you know 
what you will have to do,” and she replied, 
“ lam w illing to do anything; I am satisfied 
now. 
I suppose I will have to go to jail.” 
She then got her cloak, and I took her down 
to jail. 
On the way down she said, “ Take 
me to the County Jail. 
I don’t want to go 
to the police station; I have been there 
once." She requested that I should go to 
Mr. Hyman’s and get a breast-pin that was 
left there and take it to her daughter. 
She 
wanted me to get it from Mr. Hyman before 
he heard of the shooting, for 
fear 
he 
would 
not afterwards let the little girl 
have 
it. 
A t 
the 
house, 
before 
we 
came 
away, 
the 
little 
girl 
said 
to 
her mamma, “ Oh, what will I do?” 
Her 
mother replied, “ Oh, you will be well taken 
care of,” aud spoke about having her sent to 
her grandparents at the East. 
The girl said, 
“ Oh, ma, you will die, too. You have taken 
poison.” Her mother replied, "Oh, that’s all 
right.” While at the house I walked into the 
bed-room next to the sitting-room, and there 
saw a revolver upon a washstand, and also a 
little bottle labeled “ poison.” 


DAVID F. GREER, CALLED 
And testified : Am a locomotive fireman. 
I 
was going past where Mrs. Hamilton lived, 
on the day of the murder. 
The little girl 
came running out as I reached that point, and 
said her mother had killed her father. I went 
in. 
Mrs. Hamilton was on the porch, hut 
went in when I did. 
Her husband was lying 
dead in the back part of the hall. 
Mrs. 
Hamilton was running about screaming and 
making considerable of a fuss, but I didn’t 
see any tears. When she came up near where 
her husband lay she said, “ Oh, George! I 
loved you. and sooner than see any on9 else 
get you, I killed you.” 
I only remained a 
moment, and then went away. 
Cross-examination—I did not hear defend­ 
ant sav much while I was there—only about 
what I have stated. She acted different from 
a person who had not done such an act, but I 
could not say whether she acted as if she was 
insane. 
JAMES COFFEE TESTIFIED : 
Have known Mr. Hamilton 10 or 12 years; 
was not personally acquainted with Mrs. 
Hamilton. 
I remember the time that Mrs. 
Hamilton killed her husband. 
I heard her 
threaten his life previous to that time. 
One 
time was when she was arrested for shooting 
at the Winklepleck girl on K street. 
She 
then said that if she knew positively that he 
had had any thing to do with that girl she 
would kill him. 
A t a subsequent time I met 
her at the corner of Third and J s‘ reets. She 
asked me if I had seen Mr. Hamilton, and I 
told her I had not. 
She replied: “ What I 
want to do is to catch him with another wo­ 
man and 1 will kill him.” 
Cross*examined—I did not state upon the 
previous trial for shooting at that giil I 
thought Mrs. Hamilton was crazy. 
What I 
did state was that I was not an expert in 
that line, but that seme of her actions were 
similar to those of others which I had seeD, 
and who were afterwards declared insane. 
That is my memory of my testimony at that 
time. 
On one other occasion beside that 
which I have given I met Mrs. Hamilton 
d iwn town, and she asked me if I knew 
whether her husband was running with a 
certain-woman, and I told her I knew noth­ 
ing about it. 
The prosecution here rested their case. 


The Defense. 
Mr. White, counsel for the defense, in ad­ 
dressing the jury at the opening of his case, 
called their attention to the tact that the 
counsel for the State had stated to them that 
they would show that the Bhooting was a 
willful, deliberate and premeditated mur­ 
der, and claimed that they had not done so. 
He also stated that he should show to the 
satisfaction of the jury that from the time 
the defendant was a child she had been sub­ 
ject to peculiar actions, which could not be 
accounted for upon any other theory than 
that she was at those times not right in her 
m ind; also that similar peculiarities existed 
in her mother before her. 
The testimony of the defense was then en­ 
tered upon, and Win. J. Davis, official Court 
reporter, was sworn. 
Referring to his notes 
taken upon the trial of defendant for shoot­ 
ing Miss Winklepleck, he stated that up»n 
that occasion James Coffee testified that he 
thought Mrs. Hamilton was crazy when she 
shot that woman, and that he told her so at 
the time. 
DR. I . E. OATMAN 
Testified : 
Have practiced me<3icine_ since 
1845 ; was one of the examiners of the insane 
in this county five years. 
Persons are fre­ 
quently sare upen all subjects but one, atd 
upon that insane. 
In determining such cases 
the temperament is taken into consideration. 
We more often find such state of mind in 
persons oi sanguine, nervous and bilious tem­ 
peraments, but it is not confined to these 
classes. 
If the parent has been insane the 
child is more liable to be, and the probability 
of unsound mind would be stiil stronger 
if the grand parents were also in Bane. 
More cases of mental derangement occur in 
f-males than in males, and ihis is because of 
thtir different organism, and largely from 
lccal causes peculiar to the sex. 
Insane per­ 
sons will often understand and know what 
they do as well as if they were sane. 
In 
casts of mono-mania the mental derangement 
is often greater than indicated. 
The witness was examined and testified at 
length upon the different causes and kinds of 
insanity. 
Without concluding his testimony, 
the Court adjourned at half-past 3 P. M., ow­ 
ing to a dispatch received by L. M. Aldrich, 
one cf the jurors, of the sudden illness of his 
wife. 
The adjournment was taken until 10 
o’clock this morning.

I do not know that I heard the pistol, and 
at first did not know that he was shot, but I 
immediately saw blood run upon the floor, 
and then I knew that he was.

A s soon ax she had done so she 
said, 
“ I HAVE KILLED HIM, AND I AM GLAD OF IT. 
He would not live with me, and there’s no 
other one that can have him.” 
When we 
were talking in the room about her being 
jealous of him, and he saying that he was 
true to her, Mr. Hamilton asked her if she 
would believe the stories of those old women, 
-and she said she would not, but I don’t think 
she really believed him.

B M artimz, March 23<i. — A t Nortonville 
last Saturday night a difficulty occurred be­ 
tween some miners who had come into the 
camp from Bellingham Bay and were work­ 
ing in the mines, and some Italians, also 
working there. 
One of the Italians was hit 
on the head with a slungehot, and after walk­ 
ing home laid down and died from concussion 
of the brain. Several others were injured, 
but only slightly. Very little can be learned 
about the affair, as all concerned refuse to 
aay anything ; but an inquiry now going on 
may elicit the facts. 
Five miners have been 
arrested. No doubt the difficulty has arisen 
from the Italians working for less than min­ 
ers’ rates, as on former occasions there has 
been trouble from the same source, there be­ 
ing much jealousy among the Cornish, Welsh 
and Italian miners. The deceased man has 
left a wife and several children. 
I8ECOND DISPATCH.! 
AKTIOCH, March 23d.—The fight at Nor­ 
tonville Saturday night was between some 
Italians and the young men of the town. 
One Italian was killed and two ^ others 
wounded, but not dangerously. The ill feel­ 
ing between the parties which resulted in the 
combat was of several months standing, and 
was without cause. They fought with clubs, 
turf, stones, etc. Several parties have been 
arrested, but have not yet been tried. 
another account. 
San F ranoihoo, March 23d.—Nortonville, 
Contra Costa county, was the scene of a dis­ 
graceful row last Saturday night, which re­ 
sulted in the violent death of one of the par 
ticipants, an Italian miner named Louis Far- 
rero. From reports received from Norton­ 
ville it appears that a feud has long existed 
between the miners of Italian birth and 
those of other 
nationalities, 
principally 
Welsh, employed at the Black Diamond coal 
mines. 
National prejudices and jealousies 
and strong drink are at the bottom of it. 
This long standing feud has frequently cul­ 
minated in 
street and pot-house broils. 
Lately a num' er of miners came to Norton­ 
ville from the Nanaimo (B. C.) mines. Since 
their advent the feud has been inteueiiied, 
and the ordinarily quiet and peaceful town 
of Nortonville has been frequently turned 
into a scene of turbulence and drunken con­ 
flicts. 1-Ast Saturday evening the hostile 
gangs indulged in frequent potations, and 
near the hour of midnight, when well primed 
with bad whisky, paraded the street, and 
finally met. 
The ime lug was t ie si nal for 
an immediate renewal of hostilities. T he 
Italian force consisted of about a half-dozen 
men, all well armed with pistols, while there 
were a dozen or more of their opponents, 
who are said to have had no firearms in their 
possession, but who armed themselves with 
“ billies” and rocks. In the conflict which 
ensued the Italian Farrero was struck on the 
head with a rock, billy or slüngshot. The 
blow fractured his skull, and death soon en­ 
sued. 
Half a dozen of those arrayed against 
the Italians have since been arrested on a 
charge of causing Farrero’s death. 
The 
names of the prisoners have not yet been 
ascertained. On Monday an inquest was 
commenced by the Coroner of Contra Costa 
county, and it is said to be still in progreis. 
I t is understood that the prisoners claim that 
Farrero fired a shot before he received the 
blow which caused his death.

S a n F r a n c is c o , March 23d.—The Judge, 
in charging the jury in the Kalloeh case, in­ 
structed them that no notice should be taken 
of the anti-Kalloch pamphlet, except in con­ 
nection with the question of insanity. Other­ 
wise his remarks were such as are usually 
made in such cases. After the jury had 
been absent about an hour they returned for 
instructions on the question whether it would 
be compulsory for. them to read the pamph­ 
let. The Court told them to use their discre­ 
tion. In answer to a request of the jurv 
that they might be allowed to examine the 
clothes of De Yourg, the Judge allowed the 
examination in the Court-room in the pres­ 
ence of defendant, but not in the jury-room.

armB and body. White was arrested.

They ask for in­ 
structions to the contractors to suspend work 
until the question is finally determined in 
the United States Court.

Judge Deady rendered a decision to-day in 
the United States Circuit Court, granting to 
the Oregon Railway Company the temporary 
use of a portion of the public levee of the 
city. The company will be allowed to use 
the levee for depot purposes until the matter 
of possession is determined definitely by the 
Courts. The company is required to give 
bonds in the sum of §5,000.

On the line of railroad between Portland 
and The Dalles about 1,000 men are steadily 
employed.

There are 26,000 tons of grain still in the 
warehouses at Willows, Colusa county, 
and what is to be done with the new crop 
is w hat agitates the people there. 
Parties on the Musselshell, Montana, 
have been slaughtering game by the whole­ 
sale. 
Only a few days ago they came upon 
a large band of poor antelope and killed 
about 160, taking nothing but their hides. 
The fishermen in Renicia are complaining 
of hard times, as the salmon are becoming 
scarce. 
The fishermen assign as a cause 
for this scarcity the presence of so much 
fresh water in San Francisco bay and out­ 
side. 
The residence of the editor of the Truckee 
Republican was burglarized Friday even­ 
ing, but the thief did not secure any booty. 
He was either new at the business or did 
not know whose house it was, or he would 
never have thought of making anything by 
the invasion. 
The town of Fresno is growing. 
A 
flouring mill to run by water power is 
building, and the general outlook of the 
place is good, for all the prairie part of 
Fresno county is furnished with canals, and 
great areas of new lands are being colonized 
and cultivated. 
The Mason Valley (Nevada) people are 
preparing to build a road from W abnska 
due south, through Gallagher’s ranch, to 
intersect the Pine Grove road at McLeod’s 
Pass. 
The new road will be about ten 
miles long, and will accommodate travel 
from Smith Valley, Pine Grove and Coal 
Valley. 
The Apache Madas and St. Nicholas 
copper mines, situated in the Santa Cata­ 
rinas, near T u c so d , Arizona, have been 
purchased by E. J. Swift, Z. W .

THEATRICAL AUDIENCE?. 


John McCullough, in a recent interview 
with a reporter of the Cleveland Herald, 
discoursed as follows about the audiences 
he meets : 
“ There is a very general im­ 
pression, you know, th at W estern audi­ 
ences are the most enthusiastic. 
This is a 
mistake. 
They are not. 
A W estern audi­ 
ence is a very reserved audience. 
They 
are chary of applause—far more so than in 
New York or Boston. 
Those are the two 
cities where audiences are the most enthu­ 
siastic. 
If they like you, if they think 
your playing is good enout h to be noticed 
at all, they are far more enthusiastic than 
an audience in the western part of the coun­ 
try or in the interior. 
Southern audiences 
are very respectful and good listeners, but 
not at all enthusiastic—I mean in the m at­ 
ter of applause in the theater. 
There are 
certain actions which arouse them into 
demonstrative applause—for instance, last 
night, a t the end of the arena scene, 
you 
saw the enthusiasm ; 
but it is 
an exciting scene itself — the curtain 
coming down on the tableau, and all that. 
W here an actor becomes a favorite, and is 
acknowledged as such, of course they take 
a friendly and personal interest in him, and 
applaud him. 
But the general disposition 
of interior audiences is to be reflective and 
to think th at they are not to be imposed 
npon by the recommendation of larger 
cities. 
Tbe time is past when an actor 
coming to Cleveland with a recommenda­ 
tion from a New York paper gets a house. 
They don't care w hat the New York 
papers say. 
You remember very well th at 
twenty years ago perhaps, and it may be 
longer ago than that, if an actor came from 
New York with the indorsement of the 
great New York journals, you would take 
it for granted—people wonld say : ‘ Well, 
they say so, and th at is good enough for 
us.’ 
But now an actor has to make his 
own way on his own merits. 
If you pub 
list forty opinions of the New York press 
concerning me, it would have very litt'e 
effect until the people had seen for them ­ 
selves. 
This feeling is growing stronger 
every year.”
